The  Board  of  the  Foundation  recently 
awared  grants  and  loans  exceeding  $200,000 
towards  15  heritage  preservation 
programmes. 

A  grant  of  $125,000  over  five  years  was 
awarded  to  Edmonton  Public  School  Board 
to  assist  it  with  the  $2.9  million  restoration  and 
rehabilitation  plan  for  the  1905  McKay 
Avenue  School.  The  Foundation's  grant  is  to 
be  used  toward  the  restoration  of  the  site  of 
the  first  two  sittings  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly -  the  third  floor  of  the  school. 

The  restored  building  will  also  include  a 
school  museum  and  archives  on  the  second 
floor,  a  community  organization  on  the 
ground  floor  and  a  developed  urban  park  on 
the  school  grounds. 

A  grant  of  $5,000  has  been  awarded  to  the 
Vocational  Centre  at  Lac  La  Biche  to  assist 
with  the  archaeological  research  and  evalua- 
tion of  the  remains  of  Red  Deer  House  which 
was  built  in  1798  by  David  Thompson  and 
Greenwich  House,  built  by  Peter  Fidler  in 
1799. 

To  assist  with  the  restoration  of  the  former 
Cree  Valley  School  at  Battle  Lake  which  was 
built  in  1909,  a  loan  of  $5,000  has  been  given 
to  Lois  Soderstrom  of  Edmonton  and  a  grant 
of  $5,000  has  been  awarded  to  Calgary 
Opera  Association  to  help  with  research  and 
the  production  of  costumes  for  a  new  Cana- 
dian opera  called  Silver  City,  the  story  of  the 
rise  and  fall  of  the  mining  town  near  Banff. 

A  grant  of  $20,000  has  been  given  to  the 
McDougall  Historic  Site  Planning  Team  to  as- 
sist with  a  study  of  methods  to  preserve  the 
McDougall  Mission  site  at  the  Stoney  Indian 
Reserve,  Morley,  west  of  Calgary. 

A  $25,000  grant  has  been  awarded  for  the 
restoration  of  the  facade  of  the  Pendennis 
Lodge/Hotel  on  Edmonton's  Jasper  East 
Block. 

To  enable  him  to  continue  an  oral  history 
project  about  the  guides  and  outfitters  of  the 
Canadian  Rockies  Kreg  Sky  of  Victoria,  B.C. 
was  given  $2,500  and  Ian  Melland  of  Calgary 
was  given  $2,500  to  continue  his  study  of  the 
architectural  traditions  of  Alberta  Hutterite 
colonies. 

Elizabeth  Haestie  of  Calgary  received  a 
grant  of  $3,500  to  complete  a  manuscript  that 
includes  stories  of  about  160  river  ferry  sta- 
tions in  Alberta  from  the  1800's  to  1920. 

A  research  grant  of  $6,500  was  given  to 
Susan  Langley  of  the  University  of  Calgary 
to  enable  her  to  study  the  effects  of  submer- 
gence of  a  village  beneath  Lake  Minnewan- 
ka,  near  Banff  and  the  Foundation  agreed  to 
co-operate  with  the  City  of  Edmonton's  Plan- 


ning Department  with  $1,000  to  help  trans- 
fer a  slide  show,  Investing  in  Edmonton's  Past, 
into  a  video  format. 

The  Old  Strathcona  Foundation,  Edmon- 
ton received  $1,250  to  assist  it  with  the 
storage  of  photographic  archives  and  teacher 
musician  George  Lyon  of  Calgary  received 
$950  for  his  performances  and  stories  about 
the  history  and  culture  of  the  cowboy  per- 
formed at  the  Foundation's  office  during  the 
Calgary  Exhibition  and  Stampede. 


Soderstrom  Fellowship 

David  Cunningham  of  Calgary  received 
$1,800  from  the  Soderstrom  Fellowship  to  as- 
sist his  attendance  at  a  course  in  industrial  arc- 
geology  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  United 
States. 

Post-Masters  Fellowship 

Calgary  archeologist  Margaret  Kennedy  has 
been  awarded  a  $15,000  Post-Masters  Fel- 
lowship to  pursue  an  "Archaeological  Inves- 
tigation of  the  19th  century  Whiskey  Trade 
in  Alberta".  Although  her  research  will  cover 
much  of  southern  Alberta,  the  award  will  be 
held  at  the  University  of  Calgary.

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Red  Deer  Museum 
opens  extension 


A  $680,000  addition  to  the  Red  Deer  and 
District  Museum  and  Archives  was  officially 
dedicated  by  the  Hon.  John  Munro,  Minister 
of  Indian  and  Northern  Affairs  on  May  27  be- 
fore 700  people. 

The  new  750  sq.  metres  of  space  includes 
an  atrium  entrance,  pool  and  fountain,  new 
storage  space  and  two  new  gallery  areas 
named  the  Volunteers'  Gallery  and  the  Com- 
merce Gallery,  respectively.  The  Commerce 
Gallery  was  named  for  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  its  donation  of  $100,000  to  the 
original  museum  which  cost  $900,000  in 
1976.  The  Commerce  Gallery  will  house  ar- 
tifacts representative  of  the  agriculture,  indus- 
try and  commerce  of  the  Red  Deer  area. 

During  the  ceremony,  two  original  gallery 
areas  were  formally  named  the  Donors' 
Gallery  and  the  Pioneers'  Gallery. 

Museum  Director  Morris  Flewwelling  ex- 


plained that  in  the  eight  years  since  the  muse- 
um opened  there  had  been  "a  great  demand 
for  exhibition  space  and  donation  of  archive 
material".  The  museum's  new  extension  in- 
cludes a  large  archival  area,  storage  space, 
work  areas  and  office  space.  "We  have 
recorded  a  three  thousand  per  cent  growth 
a  year  in  the  amount  of  archival  material  given 
to  the  museum.  One  lady  recently  be- 
queathed a  valuable  collection  of  Inuit  art  as 
well  as  making  a  considerable  financial  dona- 
tion to  the  museum,"  said  Mr.  Flewwelling. 

The  extension,  constructed  between  April 
1983  and  January  1984,  was  funded  through 
the  following  sources:  Federal  Department  of 
Communication,  $150,000;  Alberta  Culture, 
$180,000;  City  of  Red  Deer,  $180,000; 
Museum  Society  of  Red  Deer,  $130,000;  and 
the  Red  Deer  Twilight  Homes  Foundation 
(Kiwanis  Club),  $40,000.

Oral  History 

An  Interview 
with 
Jim 
Lineham 

Early  days  in 
the  oilpatch 
by  Susan  Birley 

Petroleum  Industry 
Oral  History  Project 


One  of  the  personalities  of  the  oil  patch, 
Jim  Lineham,  has  witnessed  many  develop- 
ments of  the  Alberta  oil  field  take  place  dur- 
ing his  forty  years  of  working  in  the  industry. 
He  is  also  a  descendant  of  John  Lineham, 
one  of  the  early  entrepreneurs  who  made 
numerous  contributions  to  the  growth  of  the 
province. 

"John  came  out  first  from  Ontario  in  about 
1880  and  homesteaded  on  a  little  form  just 
out  of  Portage  la  Prairie,  Manitoba  and  later 
in  Dauphin.  About  1882  the  railroad  was  be- 
ing built  west  at  that  time,  so  he  got  a  con- 
tract to  build  railroad  grades  from  a  contractor 
named  Mackenzie  and  Mann.  He  sub- 
contracted to  build  these  railroad  grades  and 
he  sent  back  east  for  his  brother  Will,  that's 
my  grandfather.  One  of  the  things  they  did 
was  supply  the  horses  and  mules  to  many  of 
the  other  people  who  were  doing  the  same 
work.  They  got  these  animals  from  North 
Dakota  or  Montana,  wherever  they  could  find 
them,  tracked  them  in,  broke  them  and  used 
them  for  building  the  railroad.  Of  course  when 
it  moved  west  they  moved  with  it  and  they 
settled  in  Okotoks. " 

"He  was  an  entrepreneur,  no  question 
about  it.  He  was  a  giant  of  a  man.  He  was 
6'8  and  325  lbs.  when  he  was  twenty-five 
years  old.  But  I  say  he  was  a  giant  of  a  man 
in  more  ways  than  just  physically  big.  He  did 
an  awful  lot  for  this  province." 

John  Lineham  became  a  member  of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  the  North  West  Terri- 
tories (Alberta  wasn't  a  province  yet)  and 
served  on  a  committee  to  establish  the  bound- 
ary for  the  proposed  provinces  of  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan.  He  also  ventured  into  the  oil 
field  by  forming  the  Rocky  Mountain  Develop- 
ment Company  in  1901  with  two  partners. 
This  company  discovered  oil  on  Cameron 
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Arthur  Lincham,  petroleum  industry  pi- 
oneer describes  the  early  days. 


Brook  (now  in  Waterton  Park)  and  subse- 
quently established  Oil  City,  the  first  oil  com- 
munity in  western  Canada.  He  had  interests 
in  mining,  lumbering,  ranching  and  real  es- 
tate and  there  are  still  buildings  in  Calgary 
which  bear  his  name,  such  as  the  Leeson- 
Lineham  Block  at  209  -  Eighth  Avenue  S.W. 
(Stephen  Avenue  Mall). 

Jim  and  his  twin  brother  Finley  (Fin)  were 
born  in  Reist,  near  Youngstown  Alberta  in 
1912.  They  both  grew  up  around  the  Turner 
Valley  oilfields  and  remained  in  the  oil  busi- 
ness their  entire  careers.  The  Linehams  were 
farmers  in  the  Okotoks  area.  Mrs.  Janet  Line- 
ham,  Jim  and  Fin's  mother,  taught  school  in 
Black  Diamond. 

Jim  remembers  a  lot  about  the  early  days 
of  oil  activity  in  Turner  Valley. 

"In  1924  it  was  the  year  of  the  so-called  dis- 
covery well  of  Turner  Valley.  It  being  really 
the  discovery  of  the  Mississippian  Lime, 
although  I  think  most  geologists  knew  it  was 
there,  but  they  didn't  know  what  was  in  it  until 
this  well  (Royalite  ^4)  blew  in  one  day.  I  mean 
it  literally  "blew  in".  The  driller  on  the  floor 
at  the  time  was  Clarence  Snyder.  And  Clar- 
ence, I  don't  know  why,  but  he  was  looking 
down  the  hole  at  the  time  and  all  these  parti- 
cles of  drill  cuttings  and  steel  slivers  and  things 
came  blowing  up  out  of  there  and  blinded 
him  for  a  while.  He  had  to  hove  a  quite  seri- 
ous eye  operation  and  whatever,  but  he 
recovered. " 


Most  of  the  drillers  got  their  experience 
working  on  cable-tool  rigs. 

"See,  up  until  perhaps  1925  or  1926  there 
wasn't  a  rotary  rig  in  Turner  Valley.  Cable 
tools  were  the  only  things  they  used  to  drill 
with  in  this  country  until  the  rotary  people 
brought  in  a  rotary  rig  or  two  from  California.  " 

The  men  who  worked  on  the  rigs  had  to 
be  powerful  and  tough,  and  there  were  many 
who  acquired  reputations  for  these  charac- 
teristics. 

"The  cable-tool  rig  was  87  feet  high  and  it 
was  built  of  wood.  The  legs  and  everything 
were  nailed  together  by  a  special  crew  called 
a  rig  building  crew.  One  of  these  crews  was 
owned  and  operated  by  a  man  called  Shorty 
Mann.  The  name  Shorty  would  indicate  that 
he  was  short,  but  he  wasn't.  He  was  over  six 
feet,  but  as  wide  as  this  desk.  Big  Jim  was  6'5 
and  250  lbs.  He  wore  a  black  stetson  hat  and 
his  only  concession  to  the  cold  was  to  take 
the  hat  brim  out  and  pull  it  down  over  his  ears. 
He'd  take  a  handful  of  spikes  (6"  spikes)  and 
he'd  pick  out  one  in  the  corner  and  he'd  hit 
it  with  that  two  pound  derrick  hatchet  and  the 
next  blow  he'd  drive  it  in.  He  just  went  on  like 
this  all  day.  He  was  a  huge  powerful  man." 

Many  of  the  old  drillers  preferred  the  cable- 
rig  to  the  rotary.  The  biggest  complaint  was 
the  noise  the  rotary  made. 

"You  could  walk  on  a  cable-tool  rig  and  it 
was  quiet  and  serene.  The  old  walking  beam 
was  going  up  and  down  and  the  cable  was 
going  in  and  out  of  the  hole  and  there  was 
no  banging  and  clattering  and  the  old  chug- 
chug  of  the  steam  engine  out  at  the  back  end 
of  the  belt  house.  It  was  pleasant  going  in 
there.  It  was  clean  too.  You  walked  into  a  ro- 
tary rig  in  those  days  and  all  the  chains  were 
exposed,  buzzing  around  there  and  the  rotary 
table  going  and  bouncing,... and  all  kinds  of 
noise. " 

When  gas  was  discovered  at  Royalite  ^4 
there  wasn't  that  much  excitement  about  it. 


"Smelled  to  high  heaven" 

"Back  in  1924  you  still  had  an  eight-horse 
team  on  your  plow.  There  might  have  been 
the  odd  tractor,  but  very  few  cars  and  trucks 
for  the  consumption  of  gas.  Nonetheless, 
Royalite  built  a  plant  -  a  very  small  plant. . . 
This  plant  processed  the  gas  and  scrubbed  it, 
mostly  to  get  the  distillate  out  of  it.  You  could 
take  that  product  right  out  of  the  well  and  put 
it  in  your  car  as  gasoline.  It  smelled  to  high 
heaven  because  there  was  a  lot  of  hydrogen 
sulfide  in  it.  In  later  years  when  you  walked 
down  the  street  here  in  Calgary  and  walked 
by  one  of  these  cars  with  that  gas  in  it  you 
could  tell  where  it  came  from  just  by  the 
smell. " 

"There  weren't  many  cars... There  were  a 
few  like  Fords.  I  can  remember  my  Uncle  Jim 
and  Uncle  Bill.  They  were  both  doctors  and 
they  visited  us  one  summer  and  put  on  a 


medical  bee.  Anybody  that  needed  their  ton- 
sils out  they  came  to  mother's  kitchen  and 
these  two  guys  operated  on  them  right  on  the 
kitchen  table.  They  were  driving  a  big  open 
touring  car.  I've  forgotten  the  name  of  it.  but 
it  had  been  a  car  that  had  been  used  by  the 
bootleggers  running  booze  from  Canada  into 
the  states  south  of  Estevan  cause  that's  where 
Uncle  Jim  came  from  and  he'd  bought  this 
car  from  those  guys.  It  was.  as  I  recall,  a  big 
car.  I  don't  suppose  as  big  as  the  cars  of  a  few 
years  ago,  but  it  had  as  I  remember  a  straight 
8  engine,  a  big  radiator  that  reached  from  here 
to  the  window.  That's  one  of  the  first  cars  that 
I  remember  riding  in." 

Turner  Valley  grew  steadily  during  the 
1920's  as  many  people  came  from  other  parts 
of  Canada  and  the  United  States  to  work  in 
the  oilfields. 

"There  were  a  lot  of  Americans  came  up 
-  drillers  and  people  that  had  previous  oil  field 
experience  because  there  wasn't  anybody 
here  that  had,  except  from  Petrolia.  Ontario. 
These  little  communities  like  Dog  Town,  and 
Poverty  Flats  and  Whiskey  Row  and  those 
places  sprang  up  between  then  and 
1 929. . .  then  of  course  when  1 929  came  it  was 
the  stock  market  crash  and  everything 
crashed. " 

When  the  Depression  came  many  people 
left  in  search  of  work  in  other  parts  of  the 
country. 

"My  brother  Bill  got  a  job  on  a  cable  tool 
rig  out  of  Moose  Jaw.  So  we  rode  down  there 
on  the  back  of  this  old  Model  "T"  Ford  with 
the  back  off  it  and  the  box  had  our  bedroll 
and  stuff  in  it.  He  dumped  us  off  at  Moose 
Jaw  and  went  on  to  the  job.  We  didn't  know 
it  at  the  time,  neither  did  he,  but  if  we'd  gone 
on  with  him  we'd  have  got  a  job  too.  But  in- 
stead of  that  we  got  off  and  got  on  a  freight 
train  at  Moose  Jaw  and  ended  up  at  Petrolia.  " 

Things  didn't  work  out  in  Petrolia,  so  Jim 
returned  to  Alberta  and  enrolled  in  a  commer- 
cial course. 

"Don  McRae  was  working  for  Royalite  and 
he  was  washing  samples  and  working  for  Doc 
Link  and  Ivan  Burn  and  I  don't  know  why, 
but  be  stopped  me  on  the  road  one  day  walk- 
ing back  from  school  and  wanted  to  know  if 
I  wanted  to  go  to  work.  I  said,  "When  do  I 
start?"  Anyway  he  asked  me  and  I  just  went 
to  work.  I  don't  believe  I  ever  filled  out  on  ap- 
plication. All  I  did  was  sign  the  time  book." 

Jim  stayed  with  Royalite  and  later  its  par- 
ent company  Imperial  for  40  years.  He  served 
in  World  War  11  as  a  bomber  pilot  and  on 
returning  took  his  degree  in  Petroleum  En- 
gineering from  the  Oklahoma  School  of 
Mines.  He  worked  in  the  engineering  and 
drilling  departments  for  Imperial  in  various  ca- 
pacities and  started  Imperial's  Management 
Development  Course  in  Banff  before  leaving 
the  company  in  1975.  He  is  currently  con- 
sulting and  running  a  gas  co-op  from  his  home 
in  Millarville. 
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Annual  meeting  and  seminar

Over  100  people  attended  some  or  all 
of  the  events  on  April  28  when  the  Foun- 
dation held  its  annual  general  meeting, 
a  heritage  seminar  and  its  second  annu- 
al heritage  awards  banquet. 

The  day  began  with  the  annual  meet- 
ing attended  by  65  members.  The 
programme  was  led  by  Foundation 
Chairman  Grant  Weber  who  also  gave 
the  financial  report  for  1983. 

Board  members  Nan  Morrison  and 
Shirley  Ayer  spoke  about  the  philosophy 
of  the  Foundation,  its  makeup  and  the 
membership  programme.  Past  Chairman 
David  Erickson  gave  a  overview  of  the 
board's  activities  during  1983.  Executive 
Director  Trudy  Cowan  reported  on  the

events  and  activities  in  which  the  Foun- 
dation was  involved. 

A  number  of  questions  were  asked 
from  the  floor  and,  a  resolution  was 
passed  that  in  future  financial  reports 
there  should  be  a  clarification  of  adminis- 
tration and  salary. 

The  afternoon  session,  a  seminar  en- 
titled, "Your  Heritage  Project  -  From  Be- 
ginning to  End"  involved  several  heritage 
specialists  and  attracted  about  60  people. 

Brian  Melnyk  from  Alberta  Culture's 
Historic  Sites  Service  and  based  in  Ed- 
monton spoke  on  the  topic:  "Planning: 
And  then  we  do  what?"  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  visual  aids  explained  the  var- 
ious procedures  necessary  to  succeed  in 
a  preservation  project. 

The  Foundation's  Director  of  Develop- 
ment Al  Brathwaite  talked  about  the 
planning  and  strategy  for  a  successful 
fund-raising  programme  and  Judy 
Gschossmann,  Grants  Officer  with  Alber- 
ta Culture's  Historical  Resources  Division 
outlined  the  various  grants  programmes 
the  provincial  government  has  available 
to  assist  heritage  preservation  projects. 

Rino  Basso,  Chief  of  Restoration, 
Graphics  and  Display  with  Historic  Sites 
Service,  Alberta  Culture  presented  the 
problems  and  solutions  of  preserving  old 
buildings  and  the  role  of  Alberta  Culture 
in  preserving  Alberta's  heritage. 

In  the  session  on  heritage  preservation 
programmes  Jim  Wood  and  Susan  Birley 
of  the  Petroleum  Industry  Oral  History 
Project,  Calgary,  talked  about  how  to  de- 
velop and  establish  an  oral  history 
programme  and  David  Scollard  of  Com- 
print Publishing  talked  about  the  business 
of  publishing  historical  books. 

Adrianna  Anderson  of  the  Alberta  Fa- 
mily History  Society  described  the  field 
of  genealogy  and  the  steps  involved  in 
tracking  down  family  histories. 

The  day  concluded  with  the  Founda- 
tion's second  annual  Heritage  Awards 
banquet.  A  report  appears  on  Page  7.

Michener  House  is  opened 
former  Governor-General  of

The  Town  of  Lacombe  honored  one  of  its 
pioneer  sons  recently  and  more  than  300  peo- 
ple turned  out  to  pay  tribute  at  the  official 
opening  of  a  restored  Methodist  parsonage  at 
5036  -  51st  Street,  the  birthplace  of  former 
Governor-General  of  Canada  Daniel  Roland 
Michener. 

Mr.  Michener,  now  84,  was  the  special 
guest  of  honor  and  he  was  accompanied  by 
16  members  of  his  family,  including  grand- 
children for  the  event  held  May  25. 

The  building  restoration  program,  estimat- 
ed at  $160,000,  was  established  by  the  Maski- 
Pitoon  Historical  Society  in  1971.  With  the 
assistance  of  Alberta  Culture's  Historic  Sites 
Service  and  the  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation,  which  now  owns  the  building, 
the  1894  house  has  been  restored  and  deco- 
rated in  the  period  of  1900. 

A  color  guard  of  Lacombe  cub  scouts  led 
the  official  party  for  the  dediction  ceremonies 
held  on  the  porch  of  the  house.  The  party  in- 
cluded Mayor  of  Lacombe,  Charlie  Budd; 
Ron  Moore,  MLA  for  Lacombe;  Wes  Jack- 
son, Chairman  of  the  Maski-Pitoon  Histori- 
cal Society;  John  Kemp,  Chairman  of  the 
Historic  Sites  Board  of  Alberta  and  Grant  We- 
ber, Chairman  of  the  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation.

Mr.  Michener  was  born  in  the  house  April 
19,  1900  to  the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Edward 
Michener.  The  Rev.  Michener  originally 
taught  school  in  Ontario  before  he  was  or- 
dained a  Methodist  minister  in  1895.  His  first 
parish  was  at  Banff  and  in  1897  he  married 
former  student,  Mary  Roland. 

After  a  year's  leave  of  absence  because  of 
ill  health  he  returned  to  the  church  to  work 
in  the  Lacombe  circuit.  The  Lacombe  church 
and  parsonage  had  been  built  around  1894 
in  anticipation  of  an  influx  of  settlers  seeking 
homesteads  along  the  Edmonton-Calgary  rail- 
way line.  Lacombe  is  a  few  kilometres  north 
of  Red  Deer. 

However  the  strain  of  church  work  forced 
the  Rev.  Michener  to  retire  from  the  ministry 
and,  after  a  brief  attempt  at  farming  the 
Micheners  moved  to  Red  Deer.  Mr.  Michener 
became  a  succussful  real  estate  businessman 
and  he  and  his  wife  raised  a  family  of  four 
boys  and  four  girls.  He  became  active  in  com- 
munity affairs,  was  Mayor  of  Red  Deer  and 
later  he  became  the  Conservative  party's  op- 
position leader  in  the  provincial  legislature. 

In  the  meantime  Roland  was  growing  up 
and  was  an  active  member  of  the  communi- 
ty. He  played  cornet  in  Red  Deer  Citizen 
Band  and  was  active  in  several  sports  includ- 
ing baseball,  hockey  and  track  and  field.  He 
attended  the  University  of  Alberta  in  1917  but 
left  a  year  later  to  sign  up  for  the  Royal  Air 
Force.  However,  World  War  One  hostilities 
I        ceased  during  his  training  in  Toronto. 

I     Rhodes  Scholar 

j  He  returned  to  university  and  continued  his 

passions  for  sports,  student  politics  and  dra- 

j  ma.  In  1920,  with  the  highest  marks  in  the 
province,  he  won  a  Rhodes  Scholarship 
which  took  him  to  England  to  study  at  Ox- 
ford. Three  years  later  he  returned  to  Cana- 
da to  practice  law. 

In  1927  he  and  Norah  Willis,  a  university 
graduate  and  music  teacher,  were  married 
and  they  had  three  daughters. 

He  became  associated  with  severl  organi- 
!       zations  and  a  director  of  several  financial  and 
I       mining  companies.  In  the  early  1940's  he  be- 
i       came  involved  with  the  Federal  Conservative 
'Party.  He  won  his  first  seat  as  an  M.P.  in  1953 
representing  St.  Paul's,  Toronto  and  helped 
[       form  the  first  Conservative  government  in  22 
years.  He  was  selected  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Commons  in  1957  -  a  position  he  held  until

he  and  the  Conservatives  were  defeated  in 
the  1963  federal  election. 

In  1964  he  was  appointed  High  Commis- 
sioner to  India  and  Canadian  Ambassador  to 
Nepal  the  following  year.  In  1967,  Canada's 
centennial  year,  he  was  appointed  Governor 
General  of  Canada,  a  position  he  held  for 
seven  years. 

He  retired  from  public  life  in  1974  although 
he  continued  his  interests  with  many  organi- 
zations including  the  position  of  Chancellor 
of  Queen's  University,  Kingston  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Lester  B. 
Pearson  College  of  the  Pacific. 

At  the  age  of  82  Mr.  Michener  climbed  to 
the  top  of  Mount  Michener,  named  in  his 
honor  by  the  Alberta  government. 

1900  Furniture  Needed 

The  restored  Michener  House  which  was 
declared  a  Provincial  Historic  Resource  in 
1977,  includes  a  new  foundation,  a  new  brick 
chimney,  re-shingled  roof,  and  new  eaves 
troughing. 

The  interior  flooring,  walls  and  trim  were 


repaired  and  repainted  and  the  stairs  were  ap- 
propriately relocated.  A  two-room  addition 
built  at  the  rear  of  the  house  in  1918  will  serve 
as  office  space  for  Lacombe  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Community  Bus  service. 

Much  of  Mr.  Michener's  memorabilia  like 
plaques,  photographs,  hats  and  medallions 
are  displayed  around  the  house.  The  muse- 
um also  contains  the  original  bed  and 
bedroom  suite  of  his  parents. 

Some  other  furniture  pieces  however,  are 
on  loan  and  the  Maski-Pitoon  Historical  So- 
ciety is  urgently  in  need  of  a  1900  "Happy 
Thoughts"  woodburning  stove,  a  1900  up- 
right piano  and  a  wicker  cradle  from  the  same 
period.

New  museum  opens  in 
$20  million  civic  complex 


Alberta's  newest  museum  opened  in  June, 
the  301  sq.  metre  Musee  Heritage  Museum 
which  forms  part  of  the  $20  million  civic- 
owned  St.  Albert  Place  -  a  municipal  and  cul- 
tural centre  for  the  city  of  St.  Albert,  10  km 
north  of  Edmonton. 

With  eight  fulltime  staff  and  60  volunteers 
the  new  museum  opened  with  three  major  at- 
tractions on  display  until  September.  They 
are:  O!  Osiris  -  Live  Forever,  a  show  about 
early  Egypt  on  loan  from  the  University  of  Al- 
berta which  includes  a  mummy  from  the  time 
of  Cleopatra;  Western  Alienation,  a  collection 
of  humorous  editorial  cartoons  from  1909  - 
1930,  from  the  Glenbow  Museum,  Calgary; 
and  Reflections,  a  collection  of  contemporary 
pictures  of  historical  subjects  from  various  Al- 
berta artists,  from  the  Alberta  Art  Foundation. 
A  small  exhibit,  in  Search  of  Early  Man  in 
Canada,  from  the  National  Museum  of  Man, 
Ottawa,  is  on  display  until  the  end  of  July. 

A  special  feature  of  the  museum  is  its  Cabi- 
net of  Curiosities  in  which  local  residents  can 
present  exhibits  for  two-month  periods.  The 
first  show  features  mechanical  toy  banks,  the 
next  will  be  about  toy  soldiers.  Another  cabi- 
net will  display  the  museum's  recent  acquisi- 
tions and  a  special  section  is  being  reserved 
for  a  permanent  display  of  artifacts  about  the 
history  of  the  St.  Albert  region. 


The  story  of  heavy  trucks  in  Alberta  dating 
from  1897  to  1955  is  reported  in  a  back- 
ground paper  produced  by  researchers  ex- 
amining thousands  of  artifacts  for  the 
proposed  Reynolds-Alberta  Museum  of 
Agriculture,  Industry  and  Transportation  at 
Wetaskiwin. 

Local  businessman  Stanley  G.  Reynolds 
has,  over  the  years,  collected  thousands  of 
vehicles,  farm  implements  and  other  artifacts. 
In  1982  a  deed  of  gift  was  accepted  by  Al- 
berta Culture  which  now  has  four  years  to 
identify  and  accept  a  minimum  of  300  major 
pieces  to  serve  as  the  basic  collection  for  a 
museum. 

Four  full-time  staff  and,  during  the  summer, 
16  temporary  workers  are  examining  the  col- 
lection which  includes  cars,  trucks,  horse- 
drawn  vehicles,  steam  engines,  agricultural 
and  industrial  equipment  and  covers  several 
hectares. 

As  part  of  the  selection  process,  each  ar- 
tifact is  identified  for  its  relevance  to  the

The  community  of  St.  Albert  was  estab- 
lished in  1861  when  Father  Albert  Lacombe 
(1827-1916)  started  a  mission  overlooking  the 
Sturgeon  River  to  minister  to  the  Metis  fami- 
lies living  in  the  area. 

Bishop  Alexandre  Tache  named  the  mis- 
sion St.  Albert  after  Fr.  Lacombe's  patron 
saint,  St.  Albert  the  Great  (1206-1280),  a 
German-born  member  of  the  Dominican  Ord- 
er and  theologian,  philosopher  and  natural 
scientist.  St.  Albert,  who  was  canonized  in 
1931,  is  also  remembered  as  the  mentor  of 
Saint  Thomas  Aquinas  (1224-1274),  the  fore- 
most theologian  and  philosopher  of  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  Church. 

The  community  of  St.  Albert  grew  but  a 
third  of  the  population  died  after  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox  swept  the  area  in  1870.  However, 
an  influx  of  French-Canadian  and  other  white 
settlers  at  the  end  of  the  19th  century  stabi- 
lized the  region  and  St.  Albert  was  incorpo- 
rated as  a  village  in  1900. 

Now  84  years  later,  St.  Albert  has  a  popu- 
lation of  35,000.  The  new  12,200  sq.  metre 
St.  Albert  Place  houses  the  community's  city 


province  and  the  country  and  also  by  its  con- 
dition. 

Since  the  project  was  inititiated,  a  series  of 
research  reports  have  been  prepared  to  as- 
sist the  selection  committee  in  its  task  -  a  total 
of  25  to  30  reports  are  anticipated  and  a  limit- 
ed number  have  been  duplicated  and  dis- 
tributed to  major  libraries  and  museums  for 
use  by  researchers. 

Four  of  the  most  recent  reports  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Foundation's  Evelyn  De 
Mille  Reference  Library.  They  are:  Heavy 
Trucks  in  Alberta  to  1955  by  Vernon  F.  El- 
liott; Light  Service  Vehicles  Used  in  Alberta 
to  1955  by  Elise  Corbet;  Mixed  Farmyards  in 
Alberta  1895  -  1955  by  D.  G.  Wetherell;  and 
Agricultural  Tractors  in  Alberta  Since  1925  by 
Stanley  Gordon.

The  songs  and  stories  of  the  early  cowboy 
will  be  performed  daily  (except  Sundays)  at 
a  new  show  called.  Blood  on  the  Saddle, 
which  will  be  presented  at  the  Alberta  Histor- 
ical Resources  Foundation  during  the  Calgary 
Stampede. 

The  free,  hour-long  show  (12:30  p.m.  -

The  title  of  the  concert  series,  Blood  on  the 
Saddle,  is  named  after  an  Alberta  song,  writ- 
ten in  1905  at  the  provincial  historic  site 
Cochrane  Ranche,  west  of  Calgary.

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New  lottery  agreement 
explained  to  members 


Dear  Members: 

The  Minister  of  Culture,  the  Hon. 
Mary  LeMessurier  has  recently  an- 
nounced the  new  five-year  agreement 
for  disbursement  of  the  cultural  portion 
of  the  Western  Canada  Lottery  (Alberta 
Division)  proceeds. 

Our  Foundation  share  will  be  12  per 
cent  of  the  profits  from  all  games  (not 
the  Federal  Sports  Pool,  of  course),  up 
to  a  maximum  of  $800,000  a  year,  in 
addition  the  Alberta  Museums  Associ- 
ation will  receive  seven  per  cent,  to  a 
maximum  of  $400,000,  and  in  creat- 
ing the  province's  first  designated 
Heritage  Area,  Fort  Macleod  will 
receive  $300,000  a  year.  This  means 
that  heritage  preservation  in  Alberta  can 
receive  up  to  $1.3  million  a  year  if  the 
profits  are  high.  This  is  a  significant 
achievement  which  is  in  large  part  due 
to  the  efforts  of  Albertans  who  ex- 
pressed their  concern  at  the  time  of  the 
lottery  review. 

We  are  most  pleased  with  the 
Minister's  decision  as  it  certainly  in- 
creases the  Foundation's  ability  to  as- 
sist the  preservation  of  historic 
resources  throughout  Alberta. 

In  light  of  the  lottery  announcement 
and  also  the  announcement  that  due 
to  the  government  restraint 
programme,  the  direct  government 
grants  to  Foundations  such  as  ours  will 
not  be  available,  the  Board  is  re- 
examining the  1984  budget  and  all  of 
our  programme  priorities  and  com- 
mitments.

Centennial  of  Incorporation  as  a  Town.

We  thought  you  might  like  to  be 
aware  of  our  present  projections.  Be- 
cause the  lottery  announcement  comes 
at  the  Foundation's  second  quarter  and 
because  we  cannot  guarantee  the 
amount  of  lottery  profits,  we  have  es- 
timated $600,000  in  lottery  revenue  in 
1984. 

Endowment  Fund 

In  order  to  ensure  the  Foundation's 
financial  stability  for  the  future  we  have 
set  aside  a  portion  of  the  lottery 
revenue  each  year  in  an  endowment 
fund.  In  1982,  25  per  cent  was  set 
aside,  in  1983,  50  per  cent  was  set 
aside.  In  order  to  accomplish  as  much 
preservation  in  1984  as  we  can, 
broaden  the  membership  base  and 
raise  more  dollars  for  the  future,  we  are 
proposing  to  set  aside  only  25  per  cent 
again  this  year. 

Our  revenue  from  members  and 
from  private  and  corporate  donations 
increased  nicely  last  year  and  we  hope 
that  trend  will  continue. 

In  March  the  Foundation  received 
applications  for  assistance  totalling  over 
$1  million.  The  Board  was  only  able  to 
commit  $200,000  towards  those 
projects  -  architecture,  research,  fellow- 
ships and  conferences,  etc.  With  those 
commitments  and  those  carried  over 
from  1983  and  Foundation-initiated 
programmes  in  architecture,  publica- 
tions, our  gallery,  reference  library, 
etc.,  we  now  find  that  we  have  ac- 
counted for  almost  all  the  revenue  that 
we  have  learned  we  can  project  for  this 
year. 

To  change  this  picture  of  very  limit- 
ed funds  for  the  balance  of  1984  we  are 
examining  ways  to  make  our  operation 
as  efficient  as  possible;  we  are  actively 
searching  for  new  sources  of  funding 
and  we  are  hoping  that  we  receive  the 
maximum  possible  in  lottery  revenue. 

The  Alberta  Historical  Resources 
Foundation  has  accomplished  and 
helped  to  accomplish  a  great  deal  of 
important  heritage  preservation.  We 
will  continue  to  do  more.  If  you  have 
any  questions  or  suggestions,  please  let 
us  hear  from  you.
